Advisory committee taps Marable 
as choice for OSU chairmanship 


COLUMBUS--After more 
than two years of often- 
acrimonious debate about the 
future of the Department of 
Black Studies at the Ohio State 
University, a search committee 
has begun the task of establish- 
ing new leadership in the 
department, with the recom- 
mendation of a nationally- 
known educator and writer to 
head the department. 

Dr. Manning Marable, a pro- 
fessor at Purdue University in 
Lafayette, Ind., was the 
unanimous choice of the Black 
Studies Advisory Board to 
chair the department. Marable 
also writes a weekly column, 
“Across the Color Line,” which 
has also appeared in the Call 
and Post. 

The Black Studies Depart- 
ment at OSU has been under 
attack since 1984, when Col- 
lege of Humanities Dean G.

“A recent forum held by the 
29th District Citizens’ Caucus 
introduced many of the school 
board candidates to the Black 
community. What the forum 
didn't do, however, was give the 
»; school board members the 
@ Opportunity to answer some very 
“ critical questions which must be 
‘ answered if the position of Black 
children in the schools is to be 
enhanced. 
One is, “what is the reason for 
this reorganization plan?” Many 
parents expressed a deeply-held 
concern about the effect of 
§ increasing the number of alter- 
native schools in the system. 
' From the school board's 
; Standpoint, alternative schools 
, are a means to introduce choice 
, into the schools to help retain 
,and acquire more middle-class 
‘parents, in the competition 
“between the Columbus Public 
'f. Schools and the suburban 
‘school districts. 
. However, what does this type 
of policy -- which was not stated 
“at the forum, but has been stated 
as a goal in other meetings -- do 
‘for the Black, and poor students 
in a district increasingly Blacker 
and poorer? 
Asecond question is: “why has 

the board been so gung-ho for 
_tax abatements?” Within the past 
six months, the school board has 
abated almost $40 million in 
future taxes on businesses -- ata 
time when this and other school 
districts are crying to jegisiators 
asking for increased state dollars 
for education.

In addition, it appears that 
these tax abatements -- to Ross 
Laboratories and The Limited —- 
.were given away without any 
commitments on things like 
affirmative action in hiring or use 
of minority businesses to supply 
these companies. 


It's a sad situation when words 
of wisdom fall on deaf ears. The 
Columbus School Board is guilty 
of ignoring some sound advice 
from School Board Member Bill 
Moss. 

Since James Hyre, superin- 
tendent of Columbus Public 
Schools, announced his resigna- 
tion last month, School Board 
member Bill Moss has been 
advocating that the board post- 
pone plans to reorganize the 
school system. 

Moss wisely contends that the 
departure of Hyre, the uncer- 
tainty surrounding the composi- 
tion of the school board follow- 
ing the General Election in 
November (all but one board seat 
is vulnerable), and the lack of an 
audit to ascertain the fiscal 
impact on the school system 
creates too much ambiguity to 
proceed with the complex reor- 
ganization plan during the 

* upcoming school year. 


Although Moss’ opponents say 
“the administrative staff is strong 
enough and knowledgeable 
énough to make the plan work in 
spite of Hyre’s departure,” they 
fail to adequately address the 
other questions that could make 
the plan a resounding failure.

Although the board claims to 
have gotten some commitments, 
it is clear that, whatever the 
commitments they have received, 
they are not in writing. What will 
the city's Black and poor resi- 
dents -- who do pay property 
taxes — have to show for the 
multi-millions in abatements 
given to highly-profitable com- 
panies? The voters ought to 
know. 

But one man asked the ques- 
tion that summed up allthe ques- 
tions: “what are you going to do 
to meet the needs of Black child- 
ren?” Black children are now 
more than 45 percent of the 
schoo! district. Complaints arose 
from parents, from youth 
workers -- and from former 
teachers -- that Black children 
are being tracked into vocational 
programs, rather than encour- 
aged to go to college; Black 
children are being dispropor- 
tionately disciplined in the 
schools;’ too many children, par- 
ticularly too many Black child- 
ren, are dropping out of school, 
and too many of those who are 
graduating are not going to 
college. : 

What will the school board do 
to address these critical issues? 
These are questions because 
we don’t now have answers. 
They are questions that a com- 


- mitted, aggressive group of par- 


ents and concerned citizens 
asked a panel of would-be, and 
nbers seeking: \~ 
ion. They are the questions 
that current board members are 
going to have to address within 
the next five months, because 
the Black community is watching. 

These are the questions that 
will shape our children's lives. 
And, we are looking to find board 
members who will be able to give 
them serious, detailed, and 
committed answers. 


Reconsider reorganization plan 


A child's education is too 
important to risk on this game of 
chance, 


Briefly, the reorganization 
plan, that takes effect during the 
upcoming school year, creates 
more alternative schools and 
more educational options in the 
designing of a student's 
curriculum. 

Its implementation will 
demand sweeping changes in 
the management of personnel, 
physical and fiscal resources. 

lf Columbus had a crumbling 
school system that was in need 
of drastic overhaul, we might be 
more inclined to throw caution to 
the wind and say “move for- 
ward.” However, Columbus Pub- 
lic Schools is one of the top big 
city schools in the nation; so, as 
Moss says, “What's the rush?” . 

The Call and Post recom- 
mends that the School Board 
reconsider Moss’ resolution cal- 
ling for a postponement of the 
reorganization plan. 

The board should wait to see 
what life is like after Hyre, wait to 
see ‘what changes occur after 
Election Day, and conduct an 
independent audit to see if reor- 

-ganizing is the most prudentway 
to educate our children and 
spend taxpayer dollars.

As a result, these white lead- 
ers of higher education have 
announced a plan to put more 
Blacks on white campuses, to 
make life better for those 
already there and to graduate 
more than 3 out of every 10. 

A combination of higher 
costs for education, a scarcity 
of scholarship money, a crum- 
bling inner-city public school 
system and an increasingly 
hostile white population on and 
off college campuses has led to 
this so-called crisis. 

A prime motivation for the 
new concern about Black- © 
student welfare is the possible 
elimination of federal funding, 
such as defense contracts and 
grants.

114 Black colleges and 
universities. 

Separatism never has been 
and is not the major driving 
force of Black colleges. Histori- 
cally, Black colleges have pro- 
vided the best and most effi- 
cient climate for finishing 
school. To African-Americans, 
education has been the key to 
better jobs and financial secur- 
ity. Black colleges were estab- 
lished to meet this need. 

Loyalty to them, therefore, is 
the result of their service — nota 
campaign of racial exclusion. 
For example, the faculties at 
Black colleges are much more 
integrated than the faculties at 
White colleges and universities. 

Whether one wants an inte- 
grated educational environ- 
ment or not, the results of Dr. 
Jacqueline Fleming's study, 
Blacks In College (Jossey- 
Bass), are inescapable: Black 
students in Black colleges 
show more positive intellectual 
development than Black stu- 
dents in white colleges. And 7 


Therefore, we might say the 
mission of white colleges and 
universities is to treat Blacks 
well when their own vested 
interests are threatened. 

Black colleges, on the other 
hand, have a more compelling 
purpose. They take the poor, 
the downtrodden, the rejects of 
American society. They take 
the confused transfers from 
white colleges and universities, 
Black students broken and frus- 
trated by a hostile environment, 
their high hopes turned into 
doubts. 

The academic program atthe 
Black colleges fills the gaps in 
education among the disadvan- 
taged with unrivaled expertise 
developed out of necessity. For 
those who left the white cam- 
puses with shattered confi- 


The ever-forward march of time 
can only pass us by. We are living 
in the 1980s. This is not the 1960s 
revisited. The rules of the game 
have not changed so much as they 
have evolved. We have to seriously 
guard against being reactionary. 
Each day, this fact of life becomes 
more apparent. 

Too many of us seem to be con- 
tent standing on the wrong side of 
our own history as a people here in 
the midst of white America. Too 
many of us are too arrogant in our 
ignorance to even care what the 
correct side of history might be. In 
very subtle ways, we have become 
victims of our own historical Civil 
Rights rhetoric. In our attitudes, 
too often we have become more 
American than the Americans. 

So many people are now jump- 
ing on the "CSU is a racist institu- 
tion" bandwagon, and with such 
zealousness that it has become 
embarrassing. We have not yet 
realized that to do certain things 
simply out of expediency can do 
more harm than good.

From what | see, that expe- 
sience is trivialized by our think- 
ing of Adolf Hitler merely as a 
crazed power-hungry racist who 
happened to achieve power 
through some fluke resulting.

To the contrary, Hitler's rise to 
power was helped by good peo- 
ple with decent intentions. They 
built the Trojan Horse that 
allowed Hitler to conquer Ger- 
many.

The road by which Hitler rose 
to power was paved long before 
he dreamed it possible. In the late 
1800s, Otto von Bismarck rejected 
British liberalism and called for 
an end to the semi-independent 
German states. State govern- 
ments jealously guarded their 
power and Bismarck and the 
Weimar Republic had only limited 
success at centralization. They 
achieved success in other areas 
though, such as regulation of the 


government control. In March 
1933, he issued a decree dissolv- 


ing all state, county and local 
governments. Like other power- 
hungry tyrants who preceded 
him, Hitler saw a republican form 
of government as a threat to cen- 
tral authority. 


This is part of the lesson to be 
learned from the terror of Hitler's 
National Socialist Worker's (Nazi) 
Party. The natural enemy of free- 
dom, throughout history, has 
been highly centralized govern- 
ment power. 

If the climate ever brought a 
tyrant to the White House, he 
would have powers for evil by 
Hitler. First, he'd have the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service with its awe-

Fed officials may probe 
COTA mall service slash 


An official of the U.S. 
Department of Justice could 
be investigating the decision of 
a development company which 
operates several Columbus 
malls to refuse to permit buses 
to park on their grounds. 

Columbus City Council 
member Ben Espy said that he 
has contacted the Community 
Services Division of the U.S. 
Department of Justice. The div- 
ision mediates disputes 
between community groups 
and city and other officials. 
Espy is charging that the ban 
would have a serious impact on 
elderly and handicapped 
individuals. 

The ban is in effect at North- 
land, Eastland and Westland 
malls. Jacobs-Visconsi- 
Jacobs, a Cleveland develop- 
ment company, owns the 
malls. The Jacobs brothers, 
owners of the company, are 
also the owners of the Cleve- 
land Indians baseball team. 
The company charged that the 
buses ,were cracking the 
pavement when they banned 
COTA on May 4. 

However, many people 
believe that the action was mot- 
ivated by a desire to keep 
lower-income people, particu~ 
larly Black youth, out of the 
malls. 

At one time, when the buses 
were running to the malis, the 
Hamilton-Maize Ad. bus was 
heavily traveled by young peo- 
pi from the Linden area who 
were going to the Northland 
Mall. A COTA bus driver, 
Claude Curtis, had been fired 


after shooting a youth who he 
alleged was threatening him on 
the bus. Curtis was later rein- 
stated as a mechanic. 

Earlier, the Kingsdale mall 
had also kicked COTA off its 
property, also charging that 
the buses were destroying the 
Paving. 

COTA buses will be drop- 
ping passengers off on streets 
close to the malls. However, 
distances between the streets 
and the malls may be upa half- 
mile, posing a particular hard- 
ship for elderly and handi- 
capped passengers. 

According to City Council 
President Jerry Hammond, 
some of these elderly and han- 
dicapped passengers are filing 
claims with the Ohio Civil 
Rights Commission. 

If the Community Relations 
Division of the Department of 
Justice comes into Columbus, 
it will probably be Patricia 
Glenn who represents the 
office. Glenn, who is responsi- 
ble for monitoring the Colum- 
bus area, has previously been 
called into the city to help 
mediate disputes, including 
the Franklin County Board of 
Elections’ decision not to hirea 
Black woman, Cathy Cope- 
land, as its director, and the 
tensions which developed in 

1980 surrounding the police 
shooting of a Black, Larry Min- 
niefield. it was after this shoot- 
ing that the city revised its pol- 
icy on the use of deadly force. 

Glenn was unavailable for 
comment at The CALL & POST 
edition time.

to burn hospital wastes 


Ray Jones, candidate for 
Columbys City Council, today 
called on the mayor to end the 
debate regarding the dispdsal 
of infections waste generated 
by health care facilities by 
building its own generator. 

The safe disposal of infec- 
tions waste, such as used 
hypodermic needles, surgical 
wastes, and body tissues, has 
been the subject of hot debate 
recently in Columbus, Much of 
the debate has focused on the 
feasibility of modifying the 
city's trash-burning power 
plant so it could handle infec- 
tious waste. As a former hospi- 
tal administrator who dealt on 
with infections waste disposal, 
Jones said it made more sense 
for the city to build its own ~ 
infectious waste incinerator. 

“There is only one sure, safe, 
and effective way to dispose of 
infectious waste, and that's to 
burn it,” Jones said. “The city's 
trash-burning power plant was 
not designed to handle hospi-

tal wastes, and it doesn't make 
sense to spend the kind of tax- 
payer money modifying a plant 
which was never intended to 
dispose of these types of infec- 
tious materials.” 

Jones is proposing that 
Mayor Rinehart “investigate 
the type of incinerator needed 
to handle the infectious waste 
generated by Central Ohio 
hospitals, clinics, nursing 
homes, and physicians’ 
offices.”

Dolphyne said that African 
women have always made a 
significant contribution to the 
economies of their respective 
countries, mainly in the area of 
farming.

ized into cooperatives or 
groups so that they could 
obtain larger plots of land from 
the village ruler and have 
greater access to capital. Dol- 
phyne explained that formerly 
women did not approach 
banks for loans because they 
often did not own the land they 
farmed and as such had no 
collateral. 

However, as members of a 
cooperative, women had more 
land and as a result, greater 
credit worthiness. In addition, 
new technologies such as 
machinery to dry and grate 
vegetables were introduced. 

Professor Dolphyne told the 
audience that women in Africa 
look at women's liberation 
from a different perspective 
than American women. “It 
(equality) had nothing to do 
with who cooked the dinner, 
washed the dishes, or changed 
the baby. It had everything tq 
do with ensuring that women 
took full advantage of the facili- 
ties that were available in their 
countries for education, voca- 
tional and professional train- 
ing so that they (women) could 
make a more useful contribu- 
tion to national development”, 
Dolphyne said.

When asked to compare the 
status of urban women in 
America and West Africa, Dol- 
phyne stated that West African 
professional women are in a 
better position than their Amer- 
ican counterparts. She 
explained that marriage and 
childbearing do not inhibit a 
woman's professional growth. 
She attributed this to the fact 
that childcare is more readily 
available because of the 
extended family system and 
affordable wages for domestic 
workers, 

“When a woman in Africa has 
formal education and profes- 
sional training, she really is as 
liberated as a man, almost. 
Certainly the professional 
freedom that a woman has in 
Africa, the professional woman 
in America does not have," 
Dolphyne said. 

Professor Dolphyne is a 
native of Ghana where she 
served as chairperson of the 
Department of Linguistics at 
the University of Ghana.
